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INTRODUCTION 


This book is designed for all young people up to the age of 
fifteen, and consequently the tests have been made hard enough 
to interest the oldest ones doing them. But in each test there are 
questions suitable to children a good deal younger. So if you’re 
under twelve, don’t be discouraged if you don’t know all of the 
questions. You weren’t expected to. Look at the ratings at the 
head of the test and see whether you have done nearly as well as 
boys and girls a year or two older than you are. 


These ratings were obtained by giving separate tests to classes 
in various schools, public and private, city schools and country 
schools. They are not intended to prove whether the children in 
these schools are bright or not, for the tests are not all equally 
difficult. They merely give an idea of what the average child of 
the same age and training ought to get on a particular test. 


Some of the special tests toward the back of the book were 
given to individuals who know a lot about those special subjects, 
and some were given to volunteers who thought they did. A girl 
who has never had any interest in science should not expect to do 
very well in the “Popular Science” test, while a boy who doesn’t 
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“Literature.”
